HISTORICAL BACKGROUND: 

In 1863 Frederick VII, King of Denmark, wrote a constitution that almost 
united the states of Holstein and Schleswig with the mother country. Three days 
later before the constitution was signed into law, the King died. Christian IX, 
his son, signed the constitution into law. The Prussians, seeing this as an attack 
on their nationalism, allied with Austria and attacked Schleswig on Feb. 1, l86*k. 
The Danes proceeded to lose the war, and on Oct. 3o, I864 they lost all rights to 
Holstein and Schleswig. 

Russia was always at peace with the Prussians. All they wanted was peace with 
the world and control of the Poles. More than any other country Prussia helped in 
that aspect. Count Otto von Bismark, in 1863, signed the Alvensleben Convention 
which stated that the Prussian Army and the Russian Army could cross eacbother^s 
border in order to catch fugitive Poles. 

France as always wonted to gain the A 1 so 0 Lorraine most of all,' They were 
also the constant enemy of Prussia until they were defeated at Diplomatic 
battles time and time again,and in the end in the Franco- Prussian war. Bismark 
time and time again stopped the French diplomatically. He stopped them from takin 
Luxembourg, and Belgium. All these fxiust rat ions forced the French into a war they 
w, uld lose. 

Austria, until its defeat at the hands of the Prussians in 1866, had quite 
0 sizable portion of the German Confederation in its pocket. They almost or di 
own Hanover, Bavaria, and Saxony. They appeased the Prussians in 1864 by ally 
with them against the Danes, but in a reversal of National Policy they refuse 
give the Prussians the states of Holstein and S chic swig, some thing the Prus 
did not forgive. Austria was defeated by the Prussians at the battle of Kon

The unif ication of Germany can b'e credited to two people; Von iloltke and 
Count Otto von Bismark. The iron will of Bismark and the generalship of Moltke made 
quite a one-two punch. Bismark outdiplomafcad the Danes in 1863-1864, the Austrians 
from 1863 to 1866, and the French 1863-1870. And of curse cverytime Bismark started 
a war, Iloltke won it" for him. He won the Danish War, the Austro-Prussian W ar and the 
Franco-Prussian W?r. » •

As soon as this game started the board quickly became divided 
into two unusually distinct hemispheres, which remained isolated from 
eachother for several years. 

In the north, while Prance, Germany, and Russia engaged in petty 
wars, -England scooped up supply centers. By the end of 1902 all the 
lowlands and Scandinavia were "English. 

Meanwhile, in the South. Russia, Turkey, Austria, and Italy were 
playing "King of the Balkans" and "Ally- swapping." At one point, when" 
Turkey would have been down to two units, Austria seemed to be supreme 
in the "East. But Duncan Smith as Turkey made a swift and skillful 
comeback. 

At this point England and Turkey held sway over their respective 
areas, and eyed eachother. They each went into battle with a faithful 
ally, wiped out the three minor powers, and drew. It is interesting 
to note that there was no stale-mate. The English army convoyed into 
Prussia on the last move would have enabled the British to break 
through the Turkish alliance. ' . ■

There has been a 'great deal of talking about how great the 
Senators on the Special Committee of the Senate investigating 
campaign practices and the Watergate scandal have been. There has 
been talk about several of them running for President or Vice- 
President. Their mail has tripled or quadrupled. Their names are 
house-hold words. Senators Baker, Talmage, and Inouye are" getting 
'letters and phone calls from girls who want to know if they're 
single* (They're not*) But very little is known about these men, 
and no journalistic organ has gone into any detail about their 
records as members of Congress. Some interesting and surprising 
things are found in each Senator's record, and we think it would 
be of interest — as well as a legitimate service — to print 
parts of each Senator's record in The POUCH . This will be done 
through a series of articles in this and the next two issues. Only 
a few of the Senators will have his record printed in each issue." 
The final article in this series will contain some analysis of the 
information presented now. 

First, we have the ratings of various political organizations from 
1968 to 1970, The organizations whose ratings are used ares 

ADA — Americans for Democratic Action. This group is one of the 

more traditional "liberal" groups in the country. Generally 
it is for welfare causes and civil rights, and against high 
military spending, ant i-Communiem movements -and against the 
Vietnam War «--- 

COPE - Committee on Political Action of the AFL-CIO. A slightly 

left-of -center political arm of the AFL-CIO supporting pro- 
labor legislation, causes, and Congressmen. It often avoids 
positions on such things as defense spending and the Vietnam 
War . 

NREP - The New Republic magazine. An established journal of civil- 
libertarians and "lawyer-liberalism." It has provided a 
forum for people from Walter Lippmann to Ralph Nader. 

NFU — National Farmers' Union. --This group represents smaller-to- 
middle-size -farmers. The- NFU takes positions on non-farm 
related issues as well as those directly related to farmers, 
with a continuation of the traditional farmers' populism. 

LCV — League of Conservation Voters. This group is a campaign 

committee which solicits and distributes funds to "friends 
of the environment-*-" The LCV has rated Congressmen on votes 
going back many years as- well as recently, going back to a 
p riod when the environment was not a popular issue. 

CFA — The Consumer Federation of America, The CFA is a consumer 
lobby founded' in the mid-sixties as a "counterweight" to 
big-business lobbies in Congress. 

NAB -- National Asso-ciation of Businessmen. Here is a typical big- 
business lobby, which supports non-government intervention 
in the "private sector," and. economic conservatism. 

NSI — National Security Index of .the American Security Council. 
This is one of those groups which still practice Air Raid 



Drills. It vigorously supports aid (of all kinds) to anti- ( 
Communist countries and singles out "unsympathetic" Congress- 
men for watching, and defeat. 

ACA — Americans for Constitutional Action. This is a strongly 
conservative organization dedicated to the principles" of 
"individual rights, sound money, fiscal integrity, the pri- 
vate market, local self-government, and strengthening of 
national sovereignty," and against "group morality, a 
socialized economy, inflation, price controls, central 
government intervention in local affairs, coercion of indi- 
viduals through government regulation, and any surrender of 
control of foreign or domestic affairs to any other nation 
or to any international organization."

Also last night 
William Hortcnberg III, head of the Catholic Democrat Party died under mysterious 
circumstances when he blew up in his silver shadow Rolls.
